On the federal government. 
LETTER I. 


(Continued from cur lat.) 


N the firft place, let us look at the nature 
and powers of the head of that country, 
aad thofe of the oftenfibie head of ours. 
The Britifh Kingis the great Bifhop, or 
fupreme head of an eitablifhed Caourch, with 
an immentie patronage annexed. In this 
Capacity he commands a number of votesin 
the Hou‘e of Lords, by creating Bithops, 
who, befides their great incomes, have votes 
in that afl-mbly, and are Judges in the laft 
refort. They have alfo honourable and la- 
crative places to beltow, and thus from their 
weaith, learning, dignities, powers, and 
patronage, give a great luffre, and an en- 
ermou: inflasnce tothe crown. 
In America, our Prefident will not only 
be wiisour thefe influencing advantages, Sur 
poey will be in the pofsien of the people at

large, to Mrengiben their hands in the event 
cf a contfi with him. Adsl religious funds, 
honours, and powers, are in:he gi:t of num- 
berleis unconac€ted, difunited, and con- 
tending corperations, wherein the principles 
of perfe® equaiity univerfalivy prevails. In 
fhort, danger from eciefiatical tyranny, 
that long ttanding and {till remaining curte 
of the people—tnat facrilegious engine of 
royal power in fome countries, can be feared 
by no man in the United-States. In Britain 
their King is for lite—In Anerica our Pre- 
fident will always be one of tre people, at the 
end of four years. Inthat ccuntry the king 
is hereditary, and may be anidiot, a knave, 
or atyrant by nature, or ignirant from neg- 
lest of his education, yet cainot be remov- 
ed, for ** he can dono wror.”’ In Ame- 
rica, as the Prefident is tobe one of the 
people, at the end of his fot term, fo will 
he and his fellow citizens renember, shar be 
| avas originally one of the peope; and he is 
created by » bbe breath, Fuarher, he cannot 
be an Sdior, probably noi a kaive or 
tyrant, for thofe whom naturn makes fo, dif- 
| cover it before the age ef tlirty five, uncil 
which period he cannot be eeétel. Ik ap 
| pears, we have mot admittel that he can 
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do wreng, but have rather pre-fuppofed he 
may and will fometimes do wrong, oF pre- 
viding for bis impeachment, bis trial, and 
his peaceable and complete removal, 

In England the king has a power to cre. 
ate memoers of the upper Houfe, who are 
jaiges in the highe it court, as well as Legif. 
beens. Our iscficent notonly cannot m_ ke 
Members of the Upper H oufe, burt their cre. 
ation, like his own, is by se peaple, thre? 
their reprefentatives : and a Member of the 
AT-mb y may, and will be a@certainly dif 
miffed at tae end of his f: electing a 
weak or wicked Senato f any other 
blunder or msicoada’t. 

Tae Keag of Bo giand Mas legiflitive pow- 
er, wheoa our Prefident can only wie it when 
the other ‘ervants of the peopie are divided, 
Ba: in all great caufes, . ff ting the national 
interefts or jatety, nis modified and reftrained 
power mut give way tothe fenie of twe wees 
of the Legifliure. In fact, it amounts to 
no more, than a feriou dury impofed upon 
him corequelt hota howes 10 reconfider any 
matter on which he entertains dou ot. or feels 
appreh-nfions; and here the people have a

but may exercife equal powers on fome oc- 
cafioas. In ail royal governmentt, an help- 
Jeis infant, or an inexperienced youth, may 
wear the crown. Our Prifident muft be ma- 
tured by the experience of years, and being 
born among us, his charatter at thirty-five 
mult be fully underftood. Wifdom, virtue, 
and active qaalities of mind and body can 
aione make him the firft (ervant of a free and 
erlighted people. Our Prefident will fall 
very far thort, indeedof any prince in his 
ainval income, which will not be hereditary, 
but te abjelute ailewance of the pec ples a 
fing throug gh the hands of their other Jervant 
from year becomes new fe r 
“Taere willbe no burdens on the satiee, to 
provide for his heir, or other branches of his 
family. ’Tis probable, from the ftate of 
property in America, aad other circum- 
ftances, that many c tiz ns will exceed hin 
in thew and expence, thole dazxiing trap- 
pings of kingly rank and power. He will 
have no authority to mike a treaty, without 
twe-ihirds of the Senate, nor ean he appoint 
am affadors, or other great officers,

FAVING received the lcner of an ap- 
H pointment to repieient ycu in the 
late Convention, itis perhaps my cety te 
comply with the requeft of many genticmer, 
whoeie charaQers and judgments I] fincerely 
refpc&, and who have urged, that this 
would be a proper Occatoa to lay be fore 
you any information which will five te 
explain and elucidate the principles and 
arrangemen's of the conflitution, that has 
been iubmitted to conficeraticn ef the 
United S:ates. I confefs that Lem unpre- 
pared for fo extenfixe and fo important a 
difquificion ; but the infidious atterpis 
which are clandeitine'y avd indufricifly 
mate to pervert and deitroy the new plan, 
Induce me (he more reacty to eng.ge ia 
its defence; and the imprfion cf four 
moaths co tant atention to the fut jcet, 
heve not been foe fily efuced as to eave 
me without aa auiwer to thecbj Qicmswhich 
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heave been raifed,

Faimation between abe tate coniiitutions, 
and the conttitucions of the Usited S:ates. 
Whe the neople eS .dlihed the powers of 
legrilation under their feparate govern 

mats, they inyefed thew repreieatatives 
win every righ: and au:hority which they 
eid wotin exa'icit terms referve ; and there- 
fore upon every queition, retpecting the 
jarifdidtion of the houfe of allemoiy, if the 
frame of government is nient, the jordfore- 
tion is eficient amd complete. Eatin de- 
jJegating fed-ral pewers, another criterion 
was necefluriiy introduced and the congref- 
final authority is to Se collected, not irom 
tacit implication, bur from the poficive 
grant expreffed in the inflrumeat of union. 
Hence. it is evident, that in the former 
cafe every thing which is not referved is 
given, but in the latter the reverfe of the 
propofition prevails, and every thing which 
is not given, is referved. Tis diftinc- 
tion being recognized, will furnifh an an- 
fwer to thofe who think the cmiflion of a 
bill of rights, a defe& in the conititurion : 
far it would have been fuperfluous and ab- 
furd to have ftipwlated with a iederal body 
ef our own creation, that we fhould enjoy 
Privileges, of which we are not diveited 
neither by the intention or the att, that has 
browght that body into exiftence. For in- 
ftance, the liberty of the prefs, which has 
been a copious fource ef declamation and 
@ppofition, wnat controul can proceed trem 
the federal government to fiack'e or dettroy 
that facred palladinm of national freedom ? 
If indeed, a power fimilar to that one which 
has been granted for the regulation of 
commerce, had been granted to regulate 
literary publications, it would have been 
as neceflary to ftipulate that the liberty of 
the preis fhould be preferved invioiate, as 
that the impoft thould be general in its ope- 
ration. With refpedt likewile tothe parti 

eular diftri& of ten miles, which is to be 
made the feat of federal government, it 
will undoubtedly be proper to ebferve this 
falutary precaution, as there the legiflative 
power will be exclufively lodged in the 
prefident, fenate, and houfe of reprefent- 
atives of the United States. But this could 
mot be am object with the convention, for 
it mult naturally depend upon a future com- 
pact, to which the citizens immediately 
interefted will, and ought to be parties ; 
and there is ne reafon to fufpect that fo po- 
pular a privilege will im that cafe be neg- 
le&icd. In truth then, the propofed {fyf- 
tem poffefies no influeace whatever upon the 











prefs, and it would have heen merely nu- 
gatory to have introduc:d a forma) declara- 
tioa On the fubject—aay, that very decia- 
ration might have pees codiirutted to im 
ply that fome degree Of pever was (riven, 
fince we wunoderio.k to Gfiie its extent, 

Another ovjectioa, fabricated apaiat 
the new conititution, is expreffed in this 
difinvenneus form—*' the tial SY tuy is 
Au aca am ivi. cates.? Y mail ve execu 
fed my fellow citizens,i. upon this point, 
1 taka advantage of my proleflional expe- 
rience ta detect the tucility of the afleiri- 
on. Let it be remembered then, that the 
buknets of the Federal Convention was net 
local, but general; not limited to the 
views aad eRablitiments of a fingle ttate, 
but co-extenfive with the coniinest, and 
comprehending tie views and eftab:ithments 
of thirteen independent  fovereig ries. 
Whea therefore, this \ubjeGt wasin difcuf- 
fon, ‘we were involved in diffizalties which 
prefled on ali fides, and no precedent could 
be difcovzred to direct cur courie. The 
cafes opea to a trial by jary ‘differed in 
the different itates, it was therefore imprac- 
ticableon that around to have made a gen- 
eral rule. ‘The want of aniformity would 
have rendered any reference to the practice 
of the States, idie and ufelefs ; and itcould 
net, with any propriety be faid, ‘* the trial 
by jury tall be as heretofere,’’ fince there 
never exiited any federal fytem of jurifpru- 
deace to which the declaration could revate. 
Befides, it is aot inall cafes that the trial by 
jary is adopted in civil quettions, for caules 
depeiding ia Courts of Admiralty, fuch as 
relate to maritime captures, and iuca as are 
agitated in Cosrts of eqaity, do not require 
the interventioa of that triounal. how, 
thea, wasthe line ef difcrimination to be 
drawn? The Convention found the tafk teo 
dificult for them, and they left the buiaefs 
as itilands, im the fulle& confidence tha: no 
danger could pofficly enfae, fince the pro- 
ceedings of the fupreme court, areto be re- 
gulated by the Congrefs, which is a fai:htul 
repicfeataiion ot the peovic ; and the oppre{ 
fisn of goverament is effectually barred, by 
deciaring that in all crimina cafes the triai 
by jury thall be preferved. 

This conttitation, it has been further ur- 
ged, is ef a pernicious tendtncy, bec ufe it 
tolerates a Randing army in the time of 
peace. ‘Tis has always bee: a topic ef po- 
puiar declamation; and yet, I do not know 
a nation in the word, whichhas net found 
it neceffary and ufeful to mantain the ap- 
pearance of ftrength in a ieaun of the mot 
profound tranqutaty. Nor i. it a nove ry 
with us; for auder the prefiat ar.icles of 
confederation, Congreis ceraimiy pollciles 
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this reprobated power, 2nd the exerci ef 
that power is proved this moment by her 
ca: touments along the banks ot the Ohio, 
Bat what woud ve cur nauional fitustiog 
were it ocherwife ? Every princip € of poiicy 
mult be foverted, aod he goversment mu 
dec.are war hetoretiey are prepared to cany 
iten. Whatever muy be the provocation, 
however im >oitant the obje& in view, end 
nowever necifary difpacch and fecrecy 
may be, fi‘! the declaration mutt precede 
the prepa ation, and tie ¢nemy will be in. 
formed of your intention, not only belcre 
you are «quippeo .cr an attack, bat evea be. 
fore viu ave fortified fur a defence. The 
couicqa nce is too obvicus 19 require any 
further delineation, and no man, who pre. 
gards the dignity and fatety of his couniry, 
cin deny the necefliy of a military force, 
wader the contioul, aid with the reflsi&ions 
which the new conilituticn provides. 

Perhaps there never was a charge made 
with ‘els reaion than that which predicts the 
infi wiion of a baneful ar Rocracy in the fe. 
deral Senate. This bedy branches into two 
characters, the one 'eg fl tive, and the other 
execucive. In its iegiflative charadter it can 
effrct no purpoic, without the co operation 
ot the howe of reprefentatives ; and in its 
executive character can accomplith no ob- 
ject without the concurrence of the Prefident, 
Phas tettered, | do not know any act which 
the Senate can itfelt perform, and fach de- 
pendence neceflarily precludes every idea of 
tofluence and fuperiontty. But [willcontefe, 
that in the organization uf this body, a com. 
promile between co» encing tntereits is difs 
ceruib.e ; and when we refl ct how various 
are the laws, commerce, hibits, popu atien 
and exteat of the contederated States, this 
evidence @/ muiua conceilion and accomme- 
dation qught rather toccmmand a generous 
a plawe, aan toexcite] ao.fy and reproach. 
For my ows part, my admiraiien can only be 
equaled by iny ftonrment, in beholding 
to perfect a fy item, formed trom fach hetere- 
geneous maicsiels. 

The next accvfation I fall confider is, 
that which ceprofents the tederal co. fh. ution 
a notonly calcuated, but delignediy fra- 
md, to reduce the ftate governments to 
mre corporations, and eveniually to annie 
hiiate hom. Thoie who bave employed 
the term corporation upon tis ocefion, 
are not a are perhaps of its extent. Im 
commen pat lance indeed it ts common'y ap- 
plied to petty affuciatins for the eafe and 
convernien y of | tew mndiviguals ; but in 


ts en argec enfe it wll comprehend the

We think it may be of ufe to 
make fome further obfervations 
on particular parts of the con- 

TtUtO n. 

The Congrefs is aut maseis 
organized, yet the whole num 
ber of members s, and this ftate’ 
proportion of fuffrage, remain 
the fame as before. : 

The equal reprefentation = 
the ftates in the fen ite, anc lt 
voice of that branch in the ap- 
pointme nt to offices, will fecure 
the rights of the leiier as well 
as the greater {tates. 

Some additional powers are 
vefted in Congrefs, which was a 
principal object that the ftates 
had in view in appointing the 
convention; thofe powers ex- 
tend only to matiers re{pecti ing 
the common interefts of the 
Union, and are {pecia'ly defin- 
ed, fo that the particular itates 
retain their Severesguty in all 
otlver matters. 

The objects for which Con- 
grefs may apply monies are the 
fame ment! amod in the eighth 

articleof the confederation, viz. 
for the common deferce and ge- 
neral welfare, and for payment 
of the debts incurred for thole 
purpofes. It 1s probable that 
the principal branch of revenue 




















will be duties on imports ;—-< 
what may be neceflary to be

The Convention endeavour- 
ed to provide for the energy of 
gov. rnment on the one hand, 
and fuitable checks on the other 
hand, to fecure the rights of 
the parti icular {ta ites, at id the li- 
berties and prope rties of the cl- 
tizens.
